The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record teaches the claimed fuel cell stack including a plurality of thin fuel cells where each of 
the thin cells includes a water transport plate defining water management channels and a 
plurality of thick fuel cells where each of the thick cells includes a combined water management 
and coolant water transport plate that defines cooling channels wherein at least one thin fuel cell 
is located adjacent each thick fuel cell and where the water management channels have a depth 
parallel to the longitudinal axis of the stack that is at least four times less than a depth of the 
cooling channels. The prior art of record does not disclose the plurality of the thick and thin 
cells in the above noted configuration nor does the art disclose the relationship between the size 
of the water management channels vs. the size of the cooling channels.
